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The Greatest Gain 

First Sunday After Trinity 

Read Matt. 16:24-27 

A teacher in an elementary econ- 
omics class spoke of competing wants. 
He said “it is considered good econ- 
omics to deny oneself certain desire- 
able things in order to be able to pro- 
cure that which is more desirable. A 
person is all the time compelled to 
make choices.” 

In order to have the high privilege 
of following Jesus it is also necessary 
to make choices. Jesus says it is nec¬ 
essary to deny self. He speaks of tak- 
ing up the cross. He speaks of the ne- 
cessity of giving up life for His sake 
in order to find life. He shows how 
poor business it is for the person who 
risks his soul to gain the world. Those 
who have ventured that risk have 
never gained the world though they 
have lost their souls in the attempt. 
“What does it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world and lose his soul?” 

It is not real gain to have some ad- 
vantage by which one can command 
homage from others. Greatness comes 
through giving and doing, not by ad- 
vantage. It is good for us to take stock 
and check on our selves. What is 
profit? Is it to gain the world? That 
was one of the temptations Satan 
placed before Jesus. It must be a 
strong one for so many people yield 
to it. Too late they find it one of Sat¬ 
an^ lies. Attempting to gain the world 
leads to loss of the soul. What shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul? 

To be a follower of Jesus it is nec¬ 
essary to deny self. This does not 
mean that a Christian must give up all 
pleasure. It does not mean that he 
must give up everything that he likes. 
But it does mean that he denies him- 
self anything that would hinder him 
from living in fellowship with Christ. 

So the Christian takes up his cross 
to follow Jesus. The cross means suf- 
fering. All men have suffered more or 
less in this world. Much of this suffer- 
ing they have brought on themselves 
by disobedience to God. Such suffer¬ 
ing cannot be considered a cross. But 
the unpleasantness, the burdens, the 
suffering that a person brings upon 
himself in order to be a follower of 
Jesus and which he could evade by 
denying his Lord, that is the cross. 
There is no Christian that does not 
find some cross to take up. This goes 
against his old nature. But he is will- 
ing because he sees what the gain is. 

It has been said that selfishness is 
the essence of the worldly life. It is 
necessary to deny this selfishness. 
Christ “pleased not himself.” The 
Christian should follow Him in this. 
Paul said, “For me to live is Christ 
and to die is gain.” He also saw the 
gain in being “joint heirs with Christ 
if so be that we suffer with him.” 

Peter tried the other course once. 
He tried to save his life by denying 
His Saviour. He feared the conse- 
qences of confessing. His attempt to 
avoid suffering led him into much 
greater suffering. Later in life he 
knew better. Then he was willing to 
deny himself and confess his Saviour, 
even when this led him to death on a 
cross. Then he gained life by being 
taken into that eternal fellowship 
with his Lord and Saviour. 

When we take up the cross and fol¬ 
low Jesus we take up the suffering 
and loss that is involved. But it yields 
such rich returns. “If we suffer with 
Him we shall also be glorified with 
Him.” “For the son of man shall come 
in the glory of His Father with His 
angels and then shall he render to ev- 
ery man aceording to his deeds.” 
Yerse 27. Have you made investments 
that will show gain on that day?

MtéSION WORK IN SOUTH 
MADAGASCAR 


In 1938 we celebrated the fiftieth 
anniverary of the arrival of the first 
Protestant missionary to settle in the 
lands of the Tanosy. He began work 
at Fort Dauphin, and all the other 
among the Tandroy to the west of 
stations among the Tanosy, and 
them, are founded later than 1888. 
And still people often ask us if we are 
not finished with telling the gospel 
to the Malagasy. Can it not be left to 
the local Christians to do all that is 
left? 

Perhaps you like figures better 
than history. If you can think 
“figures” it will help you understand 
why we are not through yet bringing 
the story of Jesus to these people. 
There are some 3,800,000 inhabitants 
in Madagasear, or one for every three 
Canadians. There are nearly 350,000 
Tandroy and Tanosy, or nearly thirty 
for every member of the NLCA. And 
we are usually only about two dozen 
missionaries or so on the field, count- 
ing men and women. Our work is 
mainly to find and train workers. But 
it is not easy to find good workers in 
heathen lands. When you remember 
missions, pray that there may be 
many workers and that they may stay 
faithful to the Lord. 

One great handicap in our mission 
work is that the people cannot read. 
Only ten per cent, at most, can read. 
And perhaps only half that many 
write. So if all members of the NLCC 
came to Madagasear you would have 
a class of thirty as your share, each 
one, and only two or three of your pu- 
pils would be able to write. Perhaps 
this makes you realize why we mis¬ 
sionaries are interested in teaching 
the people to read. We have to inter- 
est them so they will want to bother 
about learning, we have to teach 
them, or see the native teacher does 
that right, and we have to try to get 


them to buy the Bible and other books 
so they do not lose the skill of read- 
ing. If any of you have ever learned 
something in school and then never 
used it, he knows that the algebra or 
whatever it was, soon disappeared. 
In the government schools that have 
been established in some parts all the 
instruetion is in French. This does not 
make very many able to read Mala¬ 
gasy, unless their parents already 
have Malagasy books in the home, 
and since hardly any except govern¬ 
ment workers have French books, the 
ability to read French is soon lost. 
Only those who go on to the higher 
schools keep up the ability to read 
French, since there is so little occa- 
sion to use it in our part of the island. 
But for those who know Jesus it is 
different. They want to continue 
•eading about Him, and so they keep 
right on knowing their letters and 
ability to read. That is called being 
literate. 

On the 12th of April of this year I 
was present at the annual meeting of 
the Committee on World Literacy and 
Christian Literature held in New 
York. At the luncheon which was 
part of the meeting I sat between Dr. 
Chester S. Mioa, the Chinese Chris¬ 
tian leader who conducted the Bible 
House in Shanghai during the Jap- 
anese occupation, and Dr. E. M. 
North, the president of the American 
Bible Society. Dr. Miao spoke on the 
literature situation in China, and Dr. 
North on his trip to South America, 
and the plans for co-operation be¬ 
tween the American and British Bible 
Societies there. A third speaker at the 
luncheon part of the meeting was Dr. 
Gloria Wysner. She spoke of what 
is done to supply literature in Mos- 
lem lands. All this was very interest- 
ing and instruetive and I hope that 
many of the ideas mentioned can be 
put into practiee also in Madagasear. 

At the main business session, liter¬ 
acy, or how to teach people to read, 
was the main subjeet considered. 
There were reports from China and 
Latin America, and I told of literacy 
work in Madagasear. The Stream- 
lined English Lessons by Dr. Frank 
Laubach were reported on, and his 
Life of Jesus in simplified English. It 
gave us a shock to realize that even 
here we have folks who cannot read, 
and who need individual encourage- 
ment and help. Perhaps there is even 
someone in your neighborhood like 
that. Why not try to help him? If you 
do so prayerfully you may win him for 
Christ. If you do it for Jesus, and pray 
for your pupil while you are teaching 
him, you will win his friendship for 
Christ. 

Here is what Dr. Laubach, who has 
done so much for adult literacy, says 
about it: “So teaching illiterates be- 
comes the spearpoint for leading 
them to Christ. It also opens the 
Bible. The Bible is now in the lan- 
guage of 95 per cent of the people on 
earth. But only 40 per cent of the 
world can read and only 10 per cent 
of the so-called “non-Christian” 
world. So the prodigious work of the 
Bible translators is useless with 60 
per cent of the world, with 90 per 
cent of the “non-Christian” world, 
until they learn to read. These are the 
reasons why literacy has become one 
of the most useful mission methods in 
such a short time. 

Let us remember that we should 
all have a part in the Christian work. 
Near Ranomafana mission station 
there is a river, and the government 
used to have a ferry and a ferry man 
there. There was no cable, and when 
twenty or thirty people crowded on 
the ferry it was hard to row it over. 
But when people were in a hurry they 
would give the ferryman a hand. Per¬ 
haps you have just been “riding along

TRINITY OF LOVE 

“God is love.” What a definition of 
the essence of God!

When he created us in 
His image for communion with Him¬ 
self ; when He chose us in Christ be¬ 
fore the foundation of the world that 
we should be holy and blameless be¬ 
fore Him in love; when He sent 
Christ to purchase our salvation; 
when He sent the Holy Spirit to con- 
vict us of sin and lead us to the cross, 
there to partake of His finished sal¬ 
vation ; when He daily provides for 
all our needs; yes, even when He 
eauses us to smart under His chasten- 
ing rod—it is because He is love. 

“God is love.” Love works-- 
especially if the objeet of love is in 
danger. God works to save man from 
sin and its awful consequences. After 
creation we read that God rested. I 
wonder if He has rested since man’s 
fall. Jesus said, “My Father worketh 
hitherto, and I work.” Can’t we sense 
the divine dynamic in these words, 
“God so loved the world that He 
sent His only begotten Son”? The 
Son not only worked during the days 
of His flesh when He said, “I must 
work the works of Him Who sent 
me” and finished them at Calvary, 
but even now, “He ever maketh in- 
tercession for us”. And the Spirit is 
constantly at work seeking to reach 
the wicked heart of perishing men 
with the redeeming and life-giving 
grace of Christ. Where He is not 
hindered or resisted the fruits of love 
spring forth—love to God and man. 

Glory to the Triune God, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit, Who is working 
to bring stubborn and unfortunate 
man into that blessed fellowship of 
love of which the Trinity is the per¬ 
fect model. Let that holy love re- 
shape our broken lives and our shat- 
tered world.

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THE SEVENTEENTH GENERAL 
CONVENTION 

In the early sessions of this great 
convention it was evident that the 
attendance would reach an all time 
high. Leaving the convention Tues- 
day noon we have not the final fig- 
ures, but the total at the last report 
was 2,002 registered ineluding the 
Advisory Members. At the same time 
as the General Church Convention 
was in session the women met for 
their great meeting. At the W. M. F. 
Convention, too, the crowds taxed the 
capacity of the church where the con¬ 
vention was held. 

We shall mention only a few of 
the important decisions made at the 
Church convention. For a long time it 
has been felt that the general budget 
should be increased. The Board 
of Review made a recommendation 
that the general budget be increased 
from $1,005,000.00 to $1,300,000.00. 
Since the church has annually raised 
this amount and more, and since the 
church has grown materially since the 
former figure was set, the delegates 
and pastors voted for the increase. 
The result of the vote was 298 against 
the increase, and 672 in favor of it. 
We believe that it will not be difficult 
for Canada District to meet its new 
apportionment. 

* * * 

The change of name of our church 
came up for decision. The main audi¬ 
torium was filled and every seat in 
the gallery. There was a tense ex- 
pectancy. Since the matter was dis- 
cussed at the convention two years 
ago, and since there has been con- 
siderable writing in the church pa- 
pers and otherwise, the motion was 
made that the vote be taken without 
discussion. This carried with over 
two-thirds majority. The vote was 
then taken and the result was total 
votes east 1,658. For the change 
1,256. Against 402. The constitution 
was then changed to read “The Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church”. 

* * * 

The distribution of the Centennial 
Surplus was also a matter of great 
interest. Luther Seminary, Saint Paul, 
Minnesota received $300,000.00 and 
Luther Seminary, Saskatoon, Saskat¬ 
chewan received $80,000.00 in 
American money. The balance of the 
surplus was divided between Pen- 
sions, Home and Foreign Missions, 
Parish Education, Radio and Pub¬ 
licity, and Department of Education. 

It is a cause for much gratitude 
that our Seminary in Canada receiv¬ 
ed this amount. This will make pos- 
sible a new building, and perhaps in 
addition a residence for a Seminary 
Professor. 

* * * 

At this time it is not possible to 
mention the many important deci¬ 
sions of the convention. Those who 
attended this convention noted that 
our church is marching forward to 
greater endeavors. Canada District 
was very well represented and shared 
in the blessing and inspiration in this 
great gathering of the Church. 

The Church is a workshop for wide 
awake Christians, not a dormitory for 
sleepers.

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THE NEW SUNSET HOME 


For many years the members of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
Canada have been looking forward to 
the time when they would be able to 
build a new Sunset Home. The pres¬ 
ent home at Bawlf, Alta., is inade- 
quate in every respect. It is small, un- 
handy, and is not arranged so as to 
give the old people the greatest 
amount of comfort or convenienee. 
Possibly one of the most serious draw- 
backs, is the fact that it is an old 
building, not fireproof, and we can 
be very grateful that the Lord has 
spared us any serious mishap in 
all these years. The institution at 
Bawlf has served the church well, 
and the day has come when that serv¬ 
ice should be rewarded by providing 
more modern accommodations. 

Our church people have a great 
deal of love for Bethany Sunset Home 
and for the fine work that this insti¬ 
tution has done in the matter of car- 
ing for our aged. We are sure that 
they will want to give generous help 
in order to make it possible for this 
institution to do better work and give 
better help in the future. By providing 
the necessary funds, you will make it 
possible for Bethany Sunset Home to 
care adequately and respectably for 
the pioneers of our Church in Canada, 
during the sunset years of their life. 
Whether this can best be done by pro¬ 
viding two hornes, will be determined 
by your interest and support, and by 
vote of the speeial meeting of the dis- 
trict to be held this summer. No 
doubt, the day is fast arriving when 
our Church will need a Home in each 
province in order to be able to care 
adequately for our older people. Now 
is the time to plan for that future so 
that it will be possible for Bethany 
Sunset Home to meet these needs 
when they arise. Wise planning now 
will bring blessings to our Church in 
the next generation. 

At the district convention in Sas- 
katoon a year ago, the members of 
the district authorized the erection of 
a new building for the Sunset Home, 
and gave authority to the Board of 
Charities to select the location, pro- 
ceed with the raising of the necessary 
funds, and employ an architect and 
contractor to carry the project 
through. 

One of the factors which entered 
into the selection of a location was 
the matter of tax exemption. Upon 
investigation it appeared that the 
city of Saskatoon offered the most 
favorable consideration of this mat¬ 
ter, and the board was able to secure 
a very fine piece of property there. 
This property was purchased and tax 
exemption has been granted by legis- 
lative act. 

All that remains now is to gather 

the necessary funds. And it appears 
to be desirable to gather sufficient 
funds so that another building may be 
erected in Alberta, too, when it be- 
eomes possible to gain tax exemption 
and the like there. With the support 
of all the people in the district, it 
should be possible to gather suffici¬ 
ent funds so that all the older people 
who desire it, may be provided for in 
years to come. We hope that your sup¬ 
port of this project will be so gener¬ 
ous that it will not be necessary to 
conduct another such appeal in a year 
or two. Let’s over-subscribe our goal 
now so that there will be no question 
as to what we will be able to do for 
our honored pioneers. 

The drive for funds will begin as 
soon after the General Convention as 
possible. Directors have been secured 
and the drive will be carried on cir¬ 
cuit by circuit. Give this matter care- 
ful and prayerful thought, and be 
prepared to give generously when the 
canvass is conducted in your congre- 
gation. The pioneers of our Church 
deserve the best that we can do for 
them.

S.L.B.I. seeks to maintain high 
standards in Christian living, in edu¬ 
cational achievement, and in physi- 
cal development. Every student at- 
tending S.L.B.I. is challenged to ac¬ 
cept Jesus Christ as personal Savi- 
our. This challenge is brought out in 
the daily chapel exercises, in the ves¬ 
per periods, in the Bible studies, and 
in the Christian Conduct classes. In 
all the activities at the school, em- 
phasis is upon the Christian way of 
life. Students are encouraged to read 
good books and magazines, to devote 
a part of each day to quiet prayer 
and meditation.
